The new committee believed the board price 
too low and gave it a boost of 8 cents. Job- 
bers followed this by raising their prices 3 
cents a pound, and then the price committee 


ing the cost ½ to 1 cent a pound, until net 
advances of 7% cents a pound had been made. 

From a discount of 1 cent a pound under 
the Elgin price, the Chicago quotation during 
thig period was maintained at a premium of 
1 to 1% cents a pound over that figure. This 
allowed jobbers no margin to discount pur- 
chages at producing centers and forced Chi- 
cago receivers to pay country shippers within 
% to 1 cent a pound of the price they secured 
for the product, whereas they had been al- 
lowed previously a margin of 3 cents a pound.

LOST ON THE LAKE 
WITH 17 ON BOARD 


SchoonerRouse Simmons Which 
Annually Tied Up at Clark 
Street Missing, 


HOPE NEARLY ABANDONED 


Wreckage and Holiday Greens Re- 
ported Washed Ashare Are 
the Only Clews. 


CAPTAIN’S WIFE ON ILL-FATED CRAFT 


The three ma@sted schooner Rouse Simmons 
loadea to the gunwales with thousands of 
Christmas trees which were bound for Chi- 
cago, is believed to have foundered in a storm 
in the middle of Lake Michigan and to have 
gone to the bottom with all handse—sixteen 
men and one woman.. The vessel is the one 
that thousands of Chicagoans have seen 
every winter tied up at Clark street and 
loaded with Christmas trees and greens. 

Grief trenzied relatives of those on board 
the vessel have been striving day and night 
since Thanksgiving day to find trace of the 
missing ones. News came yesterday that 
caused them almost to give up hope. It was 
reported that the hatches of a ship and a 
large quantity of Christmas greens had been 
washed ashore near Two Rivers, W., and 
Pentwater, Mich. Stil another report 
reached Chicago that the schooner had put 
in at a little out of tne way port seventy- 
five miles from the city. This could not ery 
verified. 

At the same time it was learned that on 
Nov. 28 when a violent storm raged on the 
leke a three masted schooner had been seen 
off the coast between Kewaunee and Twe . 
Rivers flying signals of distress. 

Life Savers Battle in Vain. 

Efforts had been made by the life saving 
crew at Kewanee to reach the vessel, bul 

talled. Night fell while the struggle wan 
‘going on. At dawn life savers Wallowing” 
through the heavy swell that the storm had

strickerr „Christmas ship” had been last 
seen. No sign of a sail was in sight. The 
tossing waters were as Inscrutably silent ag 
fo the fate of the schooner as the dull gray 
clouds that lowered overhead. 

The Rouse Simmons has now been missing 
for fifteen days. It set sal from Thompson's 
pier, Manistique, Mich., on Nov. 21. Under 
ordinary circumstances it would have made 
the journey back to Chicago in forty-two 
hours. Since Nov. 21, however, nothing what- 
ever has been heard of the craft. No vessel 
has been found the hokouts on which can 
say positively they sighted the Christmas 
Ship.“ Its dieappearance, if it remains as 
inexplicable as it is now, bids fair to become 
one of the great mysteries of the great lakes. 


Seamen Still Cling to Hope.

Lake County Body Clears fe 
Harry R. Risinger in Wife - 
Drowning Case. 


ENDS 3 DAY HEARING. 


Marks on Body of the Dead 
Woman Caused by Pike 
Pole. 


The grand jury of Lake county exonerated 
Dr. Harry R. Risinger, a Chicago dentist, 
from all blame for the drowning of his wife, 
Mrs. Winifred Porter Risinger, in Round lake 
on the night of Sept. 8. This conclusion was 
reached last evening after three daye of care- 
ful investigation. 

Mr. and Mrs. Risinger had gone to the lake 
to spend the week end. It was their original 
intention to return home Sunday night. Mrs. 
Risinger, however, changed her mind, and 
postponed the homecoming until Monday. . 
After dinner they went for a row. Some 
time later George Renahan and others hear 
the dentist shout for help. Risinger was 
found clinging to the upturned boat. Mra 
Risinger had disappeared. Her body wap 
recovered the next day. 


Neighbors Begin to Talk. 

A coroner’s jury returned a verdict of ae- 
cidental death, but neighbors began to talk. 
Finally the stories reached State’s Attorney r, 
Ralph J. Dady, and he made an investigation 
which satisfied him at the time. Later, 
however, a brother of the dead woman, J. 
Verne Porter of Watertown, N. Y., insisted 
on a grand jury investigation. * 

The neighbors asserted that Dr. Risinger 
had been showing attentions to Miss Caro- 
line Kelly, who, with her brother, W. T. 
Kelly, roomed with the Risingers at 6111 
Kimbark avenue. In connection with this 
story certain witnesses testified that the 
body of Mrs. Risinger showed marks of 
violence, The inquisitors, however, became 
skeptical when George E. Strang, the under- 
taker who embalmed the body, and Deputy 
Coroner Edward Conrad testified that there 
was but one wound, and that it was caused 
by the pikepole used in recovering the bodys

tivation. 

It is well for us to be interested in chal- 


: lenging the inequities of wealth distribution,

It is worth one’s time to study the 
agricultural advantages of the sections 
represented. To listen to the stories told 
by the explainers is to acquire a good 
deal. of information about agricultural 
methods. However, the crowd is the 
most interesting study of them all. 
Prof. Hopkins told us Tuesday night 
that the rate of increase in population in 
the United States in the last ten years 
was 21 per cent and the increase of farm 
acreage 4.8 per cent. As prices increase 
the difficulty of making a living in the 
city increases. ‘The same cause makes it 
nn « ving: in the country. 


In- consequence many thousands in the 
city who have always wanted to get away 
from the unhealthy crowding of the city, 
but who have thought the country ae lux- 
ury that they could not afford, are feel- 
ing that the country is getting within 
their reach. 

Among the crowds are a multitude of 
parents who have always known that the 
city was a bad place in which to bring 
up children and who are now beginning 
to see the country become possible. 
Among them are many grown people on 
whom the city has not set well; to whom 
it has represented headaches, nerve tire, 


constipation, frequent colds, weak lungs, 


‘or any one of a score of minor ills that 
they have felt they had to worry along 
with because the country offefed them no 
opportunity. They sensed the main rea- 
son for the high cost of living before 
they heard Prof. Hopkins, and they saw 
in it an opportunity to make a living on 
the farm.

LOST: 200,000 HOURS. 

Chicago, Dec. 2.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
What a boon to Chicago if each day 200,000 
of its workers were given an extra hour for 
rest or for recreation. Nineteen hundred and 
twelve statistics, published by the Assocla- 
tion of Commerce, show that there are ap- 
proximately 750,000 skilled and unskilled 
wage earners in the city. We can safely 
estimate that of this number 600,000 travel 
to and from their work on cars. The average 
time for a round trip would be at least an 
hour. These trips are made during rush 


- hours; when there is much congestion and 


consequently delays. 

It certainly is reasonable to assume that 
each person loses twenty minutes of this 
hour trip because of such delays and the 
slow traveling. Six hundred thousand peo- 
ple losing twenty minutes each per day 
means a loss of 200,000 hours per day. At an 
average wage rate of 15 cents per hour, this 
represents a loss of $30,000 per day, $9.000,000 
per year, or the interest on $150,000,000 at 6 
percent. Is it not necessary that this trans- 
portation problem be studied and solved im- 
mediately? What is being done about it? 
How about the subway? Think this question 
over for yourself. WILL H. SMITH.

The committee of 100 appointed by the 
lakes-to-the-gulf convention at Memphis 
will present ite appeal fer a fourteen foot 
channel to President Taft on Thursday, but 
it will receive no rename salsa from the 
administration. 


Engineers for Nine Foot Channel. 

The war department engineere already 
have reported adversely to a fourteen foot 
waterway but in favor of nine feet. It ts 
pointed out a fourteen foot channel would 
cost several times as much as the lesser 
depth and would require the breaking of bulk 
at Chicago and New Orleans just the same 
as a nine foot channel. Im addition Canada 
has intimeted an intention of protesting vig- 
orously against a fourteen foot channel on 
the grounds that it would draw too much 
water from the great lakes

BASEBALL MEN IN | 
CONTROL OF GAME | 


Comiskey Says All A. L. Clubs 
Soon Will Be in Hands of 
Graduate Players. 


EXPERIENCE IS NEEDED. 


Four Teams Now Guided: by For- 
mer Experts; Thinks Chance 
Made i 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

Within half a dozen years the elaitret of 
the business end, as well as the playing de- 
partment, of all American league clubs will 
be in the hands of experienced baseball men 
graduates from the ranks of the players. 
That forecast was made yesterday by Presi- 
dent Comiskey of the White Sox, who pointed 
out in proof of his prediction the steps. al- 
ready taken by hie league to bring about: 
that aituation. 

Four clubs in eee e 
guided by former ball players. That is. 
their business policies, as well as the work 
of their teams on the diamond, are directed 
by men who know baseball because they 
have been in it and of it all their ves. They 
are Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Washington. The only proviso Comiskey 
put on his prediction was the possible lack 
of the right men being graduated from the 
ranks fast enough. 

The master of the Sox 40 not prociein any 
revolution in the financial. department of 
his league, nor any plan to disturb the owner- 
ship or backing of any of the clubs. He did 
not care who furnished the capital’ so long 
as the management of each club. in tts offices 
as well as on the field, was in the hands of | 
men of practical baseball experience. 


Sees Ruin of National Ahead. 

Comiskey's statement was incidental to a 
chance meeting with Joe Faversham Tinker, 
the Cub shortstop who has declared he will 
quit baseball for a year unless he is permitted 
to accept the management of the Cincinnati 
club. Comiskey expressed sympathy for 
Tinker's position and regret that his ambf- 
tion had been balked, adding that his case 
indicated the National league was following 
@ policy which eventually would ruin it by 
not doing all in its power to help along the 
player who showed ambition to rise above 


the ranks. 

* When I started playing baseball out on 
the prairies of Chicago, said Comiskey, “ it 
was my ambition to be what I am today 
owner of a ball club I worked and played 
with that end in view day and night against 
obstacles that sometimes were discouraging. 

“It is my ambition to see the American 
league controlled entirely by practical base- 
ball men. It will be realized soon—in five or six 
years, per Already we have that cong tion in 
Chicago. am going to have little to do with my 
ball club next year. That is Jimmy Callahan's 
business. Then there are Connie Mack tn Phila- 
delphia, Clara Griffith in Washington, and Jimmy 
MoAleer in Bos, en 


Game Needs Baseball Men. 


Bankers, millionaires, politicians, and mer- 
chant princes, ae such, have no place in the con- 
trol of baseball. It ig a pecullar combination of 
business and sport with which no one can deal 
suecessfully without practical experience in the 
game. They may be all right as backers, but when 
they tackle its problems and conditions they are 
Hable to back it off the boards. 

“The National league overlooked a move that 
would have strengthened it wonderfully, in not 
keeping Frank Chance in the game. The men 
who can make baseball prosper are the men who 
have been in it and who heave delivered. If any 
man ever delivered, it was Frank Chance. He 
should be today the president either of the Chicago 
or the Philadelphia ball chub. How a man like 
Garry Herrmann overlooked the ppportunity to try 
to make Chance president of the Philadelphia club, 
in place of Fogel, at that meeting in New York, I 
carrot understand. 

“Only a little while before Chance left for Call- 
fornia I rode downtown with him and advised him 
not to quit baseball. If he was through as a player, 
he was part owner of the club for which he had 
worked, and I advised him against selling hit stock 
and letting them crowd him out of the game. Why, 
if I had been in Chance’s position, holding a tenth 
interest in a ball club, I would have insisted on 
having a voice in its affairs, 


Easy to Find Backing. 


„It they had denied me that I would have told 
them they were a detriment to my business and that 
I would buy them out. How long do you think 
Chance would have had to look for the backing 
with which to buy the other nine-tenths of his 
club’s stock? He would have been swamped with 
backers. Next morning after my talk with him 
I picked up a paper and read that he had sold his 
stock. It was a mistake and an injury to baseball 
which needs all the men there are like Chance.“ 

Comiskey also disclosed his opinion of the aver- 
age ball player of today compared to those of his 
time. twenty years ago, particularly in their 
grasping attitude and lack of sympathy for each 
other. He lllustrated his meaning by the case of 
Lee Tannehill, who was released to the Kansas City 
club near the end of the season. 

„When it came to cutting up the players’ share 
of the series with the Cubs I read that my players 
were talking of including several men who had 
been released, but there was no mention of Tanne- 
hill. I suggested to Callaban that they cut Lee in 
on the split. They cüt in Scott and cut out Tanne- 
hill When 1 heard that I told Callahan to send 
Taanehill a check for the amount he should have 
had. Tannehill got his share, but the White Sox 
did not give it to him. It came out of my pocket.“

the good ship White Sox and scout forduck. Ban 
Johnson plams to join the party tonight. 


Pitcher Benz to Improve, 


Manager Callahan of the Sox predicted that Joe 
Benz would be a lot better pitcher next season and 
explained why. The butcher boy's weakness has 
been lack of control—not the giving of bases on 
balls, but inability always to keep the ball where 
he wants to and the consequent necessity of sticke 
ing it over with little stuff on it. 

This winter Benz has rigged up in the back of his 
father’s shop in Batesville, Ind., a device for ob- 
talning control of all his siab goods. It consis‘s of 
two wooden uprights fastened twelve inches apart. 
This is the width of the home plate. At the re- 
spective heights of the average bateman’s knees 
and shoulders Benz has stretched wire netting 
across the uprights. That leaves a rectangular 
opening which corresponds to the mark a pitcher 
usually has to shoot at when he faces a batsman. 
Every day Benz spends several hours pitching at 
that contrivance: At the rate he is gaining con- 
trol he writes that he will be able to pitch a fast 
one, a curve or a spitter through any part of that 
opening that he wants to by the time spring train 
ing is in order. 

Callahan used the device while promoting the 
Logan Square club and found it of great use in 
enabling pitchers with a tendency to wildness 
to gain control of their different kinds of delivery.

Water H Says Evans. 


There is no excuse for neglect of e san- 
itation and eugencies, according to Dr. W. A. 
Evans in his noon talk to men at the Y. M. 
C. A. auditorium yesterday on “ Preventa- 
ble Diseases in Their Inheritance Relation.“ 

Disregard of these essentials will kill off the 


weak and weaken the strong, he asserted. 


Dr. Evans stated that partial immunity to in- 


 fectious diseases is inherited. Negroes have 


more tuberculosis than whites, because they, as 
a race, have had the disease only fifty years, 
whereas the Caucasian race has suffered from it 
for centuries. On the other hand, negroes have 
less yellow fever and are not so much affected 
dy malaria. 

“While consumption is not an inherited dis- 
ease, there are consumptive families, although 
certain family strains throw it off more readily 
than others,” said Dr. Evans. “Look at the 
deaths in your family and among your relations. 
If one death out of five has been from tuber- 
W you are in a tubercular family.“

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Seventieth Anniversary 


of Old St. Paul's Church. 


The seventieth anniversary of St. Paul's Uni- 
versalist church will be celebrated today with 
a banquet in the parish house, 3011 Praire ave- 
nue. Charles L. Hutchinson will be toastmaster 
and the Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus and the Rev. 
L. B. Fisher of Ryder Divinity school will be 
the chief speakers. 

This church was established in 1842, the third 
in Chicago, its first building standing where the 
Title and Trust building is today, on Washing- 
ton, between Clark and Dearborn streets. In 
1857 the church moved to Van Buren street and 
Wabash avenue, a neighborhood which at that 
time had most of the fine churches of the city. 
There, in 1860, the Rev. William Henry Ryder, 
D. D., began his pastorate of twenty-two years. 
; Y uring the civil war it was one of the chief 
churches to.send aid to the soldiers, and Dr. 
Ryder went down to the front to bear aid to the 
sick and wounded.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—The declaration 
by A. H. Babcock of the Anthropological 
society that history had improperly honored 
Christopher Columbus as the discoverer of 
America and that this continent, or portions 
of it, was shown on maps drawn before the 
great discoverer was born, has divided the 
society into two camps. Mr. Babcock started 
the controversy last night in a lecture before 
the organization. 

The coast of Florida and Cuba were known 
to the Portuguese, Italians, and Spaniards. 
Mr. Babcock asserted, long before Columbus 
set out on his voyage. He produced repro- 
ductions of maps dating as far back as 1414 
to support his contentions. One of the maps 
was a reproduction of the work of Martin 
Behaim in 1492, before Columbus returned 
from his voyage of discoverey, showing Cuba 
and Florida.

Why should our American workers, who are 
producing the wealth of the nation, be obliged 
to work late and early, stint, scrimp, eat sub- 
stitutes or inferior foods. or, worse still, do 
without, in order to simply exist? A worker's 
health is his only capital and unless he is 
properly nourished he will neither have health 
nor strength to keep up the pace set for him. 
No longer does the law of supply and demand 
govern prices. Cold storage, which should be 
a help to the consumer, is the cause of high 
prices. Meat, eggs, butter, fruit, fish, and 
fowl, as well as vegetables, are stored away 
indefinitely and held for high prices, causing 
a scarcity, while the demand increases. In Mr. 
Davidson's letter of the sixteenth he recom- 
mended municipal abattoirs—good—votes for 
women—very good—and, best of all, a watch- 
ful eye on our city fathers. There is a cold 
storage bill pending in the city council at the 
present time, and “it is up to you voters” 
to watch your aldermen.

3 Simple Tastes. 


In this d of the high cost of living we 
must face the fact that he who would eat of 
the best, freely and every day, must pay a 
large price. Neither by artful cooking nor by 
‘skillful economy can we furnish the epicurean 
a daily fare of porterhouse steak, grapefruit, 
roast beef, celery, cranberries, and oysters and 
do it at moderate cost. Such provisions are 
expensive luxuries and no amount of cunning 
on the part of the housekeeper can make them 
less. 

There is but one way for the family of small 
means to meet the high cost of living and that 
is by the cultivation of simple tastes. When 
we read of Abraham Lincoln brought up on 
cornbread and molasses, Thomas Carlyle as a 
child nourished on simple Scotch porridge, and 
Dr. Johnson learning to like rancid butter and 
half spoiled food in his days, of poverty our 
plain mdals become banquets by contrast. 

We of the middle class are too often tempted 
to buy the luxuries of the markets, In my 
opinion the obvious and sensible way for the 
housekeepers to meet the high cost of living 
is by the careful election and preparation of 
the plainer foods—a well baked apple for the 
breakfast fruit, a hearty vegetable soup from 
a 10 cent soup bone for luncheon, a cheap 
round steak, with a stalk of celery, a slice of 
green pepper, and some potato cubes, all baked 
for a couple of hours in a casserole, for din- 
ner. By the preparation of well cooked but 
inexpensive dishes the family may be taught 
simple tastes and the bills be kept down.

Record of Open Window Room. 


“Perhaps a few figures and facts from an 
open window room may prove interesting and 
instructing to those who try to solve the living 
problem. 

“My membership is twenty-six. The pupils 
are not all from homes where the wage Will not 
provide tit family with food, but they are 
anzmic or show tubercular tendencies, conse- 
quently are placed in the open window room. 
Last week the expenditure was $10.43 and the 
amount spent weekly is about the same. That 
was a average cost of 8 3-26 cents a day per 
pupi 

“The pupils are fed three times a day. At 10 
a. m. they have a glass of warm milk and some 
bread. They are allowed more than one glass if 
they want it. At 12 they are served either a hot 
stew or soup with plenty of bread; occasionally 
cocoa instead of soup or stew; again at 3 p. m.

Fireless Cooker as Remedy. 


“TI have been keeping house for ten years, 
and it is from experience that I can say that 
every housekeeper who wants to practice 
economy should invest in a fireless cooker. With 
one the fuel bill bill can be cut down consider- 
ably, because all food that would take from 
three to four hours over the gas will require 
only about 20 minutes on the gas stove, and 
the food cooked in the fireless cooker will be 
more thoroughly done than if cooked on; the 
top of a stove. 

“The meat bill can alsé be reduced, because 
it is possible with the fireless cooker to make 
cheaper cuts of meat just as palatable as the 
more expensive. It will also enable you on your 
very busy days to serve your family with .such 
wholesome and inexpensive food as rice, beans, 
peas, and in fact everything that requires long 
cooking.

The Bulgars at that time lay on 
the northwest shore of the Black sea. In 679 
Khan Ispineh and part of the tribe crossed the 


‘Danube into ancient Mcesia, then waste and des- 


olate except for a sparse population of Slavs. 
The famous Emperor Constantine Pogonatos 
failed to drive them over the Danube and ac- 
quiesced in the new settlement, probably intend- 
ing to attack them later on. As it was he died 
soon after and the Bulgars established them- 
selves firmly. They had a custom like that of 


the Avars of guarding their boundaries with. 


and hedges. They were not pleasant 
fiercé, and warlike. 
They were not, however, very numerous, and 
were steadily absorbed by the Slavs among 
whom they had intruded. After the lapse of 
three centuries little of the Tartar remained in 
the Bulgarian nation. Today the Bulgarians are 
nearly pure Slavs with a certain admixture of

The name is all that 
is left of the race which came with Ispineh 
| across the Danube in 679. For three centuries 
Bulgaria remained an uneasy bedfellow to the 
Roman empire, sometimes ina state of vassalage, 


sometimes independent, often fiercely hostile. 
Khan Terbel (about 700-720) assisted the great 
Emperor Leo III. to repel the Saracens. In 811 
Khan Krum killed Emperor Nicephorus L, made 
his skull into a wine cup and threatened to 
besiege Constantinople. His empire stretched 
far north of the Danube and eastward to the 
Dnieper. After the death of Krum’s successor, 
Omertag,; the empire began to decline. It lost its 
northern possessions, and to maintain himself 
its khan, Boris, became a Christian and vassal of 
Emperor Michael III. The vassalage was rough- 
ly shaken off by his son, Simeon, who defeated 
the imperial armies again and again and united 
the whole Balkan inland under his scepter, 
but the empire vanished at his death and its 
fragments were distracted by civil war. In 971 
Emperor Johannes I. conquered the east— the 
present Bulgaria proper—and after a struggle of 
thirty years Basil II., “the Bulgar slayer,” sub- 
jugated the west, and with it all the Slav lands 
to the head of the Adriatic. Bulgaria remained 
a Byzantine province until 1186. In that year 
it rose in revolt under three brothers named 
Peter, John, and Asen, and after many years of 
war regained its independence, which was fs- 
sured by the destruction of the eastern empire 
in 1204. Under Johannes Asen II. (1218-'41) it 


rose to a great height of power, once more cov- 


ering most of the interior of Balkania, but after 
this great monarch’s death the kingdom steadily

I 
have bought the books the most recent gradu- 
ate used and marked 1 recipe she has prac- 
titced with or used at home has a cross before 
it, often with suggestions}, when she studied 
for the lady housekeeper’s certificate, which is 
one of several given by the school. 

One of the special cakes of Scotland is the 
shortbread, which, as one of the great purpeyors 
advertises, “can be had in every kind, either 
thick, thin, round, or square.” This particular 
company advertises that it has been “ purvey- 
ors for over sixty years to her late majesty, 
Queen Victoria,” and it is quite true that the 
Edinburgh shortbread made here goes all over 

the world. 

Of all the shortbreads, the Ayrshire is much 
preferred by many people. The following recipe 
is that from Atholl Crescent: 

AYRSHIRE SHORTBREAD—Four ounces of

flour, four ounces 8 rice flour, four ounces of 
castor sugar (use fine granulated), fogr ounces 
of butter, half an egg beaten, two‘ tablespoons 
of cream. Sieve the flour and rice flour into a 


Mix in the sugar 
and bind the mixtyre to a stiff consistency with 
the egg and crea Roll out thinly, prick well 
with a fork, and cut out in fancy shapes. Place 
the biscuits on a greased and papered tin and 
bake in a steady oven for about fifteen min- 
utes until of a golden brown color. Cool the 
biscuits on wire sieves.

SHORTBREAD— Four ounces of flour, 
ounces of rice flour, four ounces of butter, two 
ounces of castor sugar. Sieve the flour, rice 
flour, and sugar into a basin, Add the butter 
and work all together with the hand until of 
the consistency of short crust. Form into a 
round cake, either with the hand on a pastry 
board or in a shortbread mold. Place the cake 
on a greased and papered tin, prick it well, and 
bake it in a good steady oven till beginning to 
color; then moderate the heat and allow it to 
crisp off slowly for about one hour. 

From my experience I should judge that most 
shortbreads are baked in this latter way. Both 
ground rice and rice flour are used by some 
cooks. ‘The fancy ribbed borders are made with 
different kinds of crimpers, but can be pinched 
with the fingers as one pinches a custard crust, 
and then pricked on the top. They are all 
pricked like the patty cakes the baby is early 
taught to make. Shortbread is grittier and 
more crumbly by far than I imagined it. It is 
not a short paste. 

I shall not go to Pitcaithly to see the famous 
Pitcaithly bannocks, but they are said to be of 
the same nature as shortbread, but with al- | 
monds and peel added. Many visitors to Scot- 
land take these bread cakes away with them,
